New  sponsorship  and  no  involve¬ 
ment  from  write-in  candidates  did 
not  halt  the  ASBYU  election  de¬ 
bates  Monday  at  noon. 

The  decision  to  cancel  ASBYU 
Elections  Committee  sponsorship 
of  the  debates  was  announced  about 
9:30  a.m.  Monday. 

Char  Callham  and  Ed  Snow, 
members  of  the  elections  committe- 
e;  Marc  Francis,  ASBYU  attorney 
general;  ASBYU  President  Kasey 
Haws;  ASBYU  Executive  Vice 
President  Don  Bigger;  and  Larry 
Friis,  elections  committee  chair¬ 
man,  were  all  involved  in  the  deci¬ 
sion,  Friis  said. 

The  decision  to  cancel  the  debate 
followed  a  decision  by  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  on  Saturday  to 
issue  a  temporary  restraining  order 
on  the  elections  committee  after 
write-in  candidates  complained 
they  were  not  being  afforded  the 
same  rights  as  other  candidates.

Bullough,  who  supports  the  proposed  constitu¬ 
tion,  said  opponents  argue  that  the  cabinet  officers 
would  not  be  representative  of  the  students.  “But 
this,  is  not  the  case,”  he  said. 

Those  appointed  to  an  office  will  be  students,  he 
said. 

Bush  said  that  if  the  constitution  passes,  prog¬ 
rams  would  be  handled  by  a  larger  group  of  people, 
the  senators,  instead  of  just  a  few  vice  presidents.  1 

Students  are  mostly  concerned  with  the  prog¬ 
rams  sponsored  by  ASBYU,  Bush  said,  and  this  is 
what  they  should  vote  on. 


The  ASBYU  government  would  be  broken  into 
cabinet  and  senate,  Bush  said.  The  cabinet  will 
handle  programs,  and  the  senate  would  handle  leg¬ 
islative  duties.  The  cabinet  would  be  told  what  to 
do,  he  said. 

The  proposed  constitution,  Bush  said,  calls  for 
senatprs  to  represent  students,  but  senators  would 
not  be  as  directly  involved  with  the  students  as  the 
present  council  is. 

Bullough  said  the  ASBYU  president  would 
“appoint  qualified  people  to  positions,  not  friends.” 

The  reason  he  did  not  vote  in  favor  of  the  con¬ 
stitution,  Bush  said,  was  because  it  was  a  “take  it  or 
leave  it”  proposal.

Wasn’t  fair 

Haws  denied  there  were  personal 
reasons  for  the  cancellation.  He  said 
he  told  the  committee  he  did  not  feel 
it  was  fair  to  give  a  write-in  candi¬ 
date  who  had  not  gone  through  the 
effort  and  money  for  the  primaries 
the  same  media  coverage  as  those 
who  had. 

Because  of  the  decision  to  cancel 
the  debates,  The  Daily  Universe 
took  sponsorship. 

Neither  of  the  candidates  for  the 
finance  or  student  community  ser¬ 
vices  offices  were  at  the  debate. 
Cultural  vice-presidential  candi¬ 
date  Steve  Engebretsen  was  at  the 
debate,  but  his  opponent,  ROnda 
Randall,  was  not. 

Write-ins 

The  write-in  presidential/vice- 
presidential  candidates  were  not 
allowed  to  participate  in  the  debates 
because  of  objections  expressed  by 
the  presidential  team  of  Bulloch/ 
Kirch. 

Speaking  on  the  way  the  cam¬ 
paigns  have  been  run,  vice- 
presidential  candidate  Robert  Web¬ 
ber  said  he  felt  the  idea  of  how  the 
elections  are  run  should  be  changed 
from  plastering  the  community  with 
posters.  “It  should  be  more  issue 
oriented,  maybe  more  low-key,”  he 
said. 

Bulloch  said  he  would  like  to  see 
the  elections  committee  spend  more 
time  publicizing  when  the  voting 
will  be  instead  of  having  to  spend  so 
much  time  policing  the  candidates. 

Both  presidential  teams  are 
promising  an  ad  in  The  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse  to  inform  the  students  about 
ASBYU’s  activities. 

Communications 

Vice-presidential  candidate  Chris 
Kirch  said  he  feels  communications 


from  the  government  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  is  important,  so  their  weekly 
column  would  tell  “exactly  what 
we’re  doing.” 

In  reply  to  a  question  on  what  the 
teams  would  do  if  the  new  constitu¬ 
tion  does  not  pass,  presidential 
candidate  Schipper  Clawson  said 
they  would  “look  to  why  it  doesn’t 
pass.  We  would  try  to  work  out  the 
bugs  and  hold  a  new  constitutional 
convention.” 

Kevin  Reeve  and  John  Burr, 
candidates  for  the  athletics  office, 
outlined  their  proposals  to  increase 
crowd  involvement  at  athletic 
events. 

Pep  squad 

Burr  said  he  would  like  to  see  the 
pep  squad  do  more  cheerleading  in¬ 
stead  of  doing  so  much  gymnastics. 

Reeve  said  the  three  points  he 
would  like  emphasized  in  selection 
of  the  squad  are  cheerleading,  en¬ 
tertainment  and  representation  of 
the  LDS  Church  and  BYU. 

Both  candidates  agreed  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  council’s  work  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  should  earn  its  members  tick¬ 
ets  to  athletic  events. 

Organizations  office  candidate 
Mark  Vincent  said  he  would  like  to 
see  representatives  of  campus  clubs 
get  together  and  draw  up  a  policy  on 
how  they  should  be  able  to  raise 
funds. 

Excessive  dues 

His  opponent,  Mark  Tanner,  said 
he  sees  a  problem  in  clubs  that  have 
to  charge  excessive  dues  for  activi¬ 
ties.  “We  could  work  with  the  other 
ASBYU  offices  to  sponsor  activities 
for  revenue.” 

David  Slack  and  James  Lee,  the 
candidates  for  the  social  office,  both 
said  they  would  like  to  expand  the 
activities  available  to  the  students. 

Lee  said  he  would  like  to  have  a 
major  concert  in  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter  once  a  month,  along  with  some 
miniconcerts,  run  by  the  social 
office,  in  the  ballroom.

Escapee 
captured 
in  transit

A  Springville  man  who  escaped  from  the  Utah 
County  Jail  on  March  13  slipped  past  a  Utah  High¬ 
way  Patrol  roadblock  Sunday  night,  but  he  was 
later  captured  as  he  crossed  the  Utah-Idaho 
border. 

Lt.  Owen  Quamberg  of  the  Utah  County  Sher¬ 
iffs  Department  said  that  Brian  Mower,  19,  was 
stopped  by  Idaho  patrolmen  at  a  roadblock  set  up 
because  of  a  tip  from  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs 
Department. 

Mower  refused  to  sign  an  extradition  waiver,  and 
Quarnberg  said  it  may  now  take  30  days  to  get 
Mower  back  in  the  county.  Utah’s  governor  must 
contact  Idaho’s  governor  and  request  Mower  be 
sent  back  to  Utah. 

Escaped  jail 

Mower  escaped  from  the  Ironton  jail  by  tying 
sheets  together  and  climbing  over  the  wall  of  the 
exercise  yard.  Since  then,  Quamberg  said,  the  de¬ 
partment  has  been  waiting  for  Mower  to  “make  a 
mistake.” 

A  break  came  when  an  informant  contacted  a 
Payson  City  police  officer  with  information  about 
Mower’s  plans  to  travel  to  Idaho,  Quarnberg  said. 

The  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Department  then  con¬ 
tacted  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol  and  the  Idaho  Law 
Agency.  He  said  the  office  was  able  to  work  out  a 
timetable  as  to  where  and  when  Mower  might  be  at 
certain  times  of  the  day. 

Missed  roadblock 

Utah  had  a  roadblock  set  up  and  Quarnberg  said 
he  thinks  the  reason  Mower  got  by  was  because  he 
was  ahead  of  the  timetable.  But,  he  said,  “We’re 
just  glad  to  have  him  back.” 

When  Mower  is  sent  back  to  Utah  he  faces  furth¬ 
er  charges,  Quamberg  said.  “No  matter  what  ave- 
ilue  we  take,  I  think  Mower  has,  by  his  actions, 
talked  himself  into  a  trip  to  prison.” 

Mower  had  been  serving  a  sentence  in  the  Utah 
County  Jail  on  a  conviction  of  burglary  and  larceny.

The  victim  was 
rushed  from  the  scene  of 
the  accident  by  medical 
rescue  helicopter  to 
LDS  Hospital  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  where  he 
died  of  apparent  suffoca¬ 
tion  at  about  4:20  p.m., 
said  hospital  spokesman 
Lee  Wamick. 

Authorities  said  the 
other  four  skiers,  unco¬ 
vered  by  search  and  res¬ 
cue  workers,  escaped 
serious  injury.

to  continue 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Supporters  of  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment,  entering  the  last 
100  days  of  their  stalled  ratification  campaign, 
vowed  Monday  to  reintroduce  the  ERA  in  Con¬ 
gress  and  make  it  an  issue  in  the  1982  campaign 
if  their  drive  falls  short  this  year. 

“If  you  think  we’re  quitting  on  June  30th, 
forget  it,”  Rep.  Pat  Schroeder,  D-Colo.,  told  a 
news  conference.  June  30  is  the  deadline  for 
getting  three  more  states  to  ratify  the  prop¬ 
osed  constitutional  amendment. 

ERA  supporters  were  asking  members  of 
Congress  to  sign  a  letter  telling  state  legisla¬ 
tors:  “The  issue  will  not  die.  The  debate  will 
continue  as  lively  as  ever  .  .  . 

“If  the  ERA  is  not  ratified,  it  will  be  an  issue 
in  the  1982  campaign.  The  polls  indicate  that  in 
many  races  it  will  be  a  decisive  issue.”

Editor’s  note  —  Today  marks  the  100th  day  of  martial  law  in 
Poland.  In  that  time  the  lot  of  the  average  Pole  has  hardly 
changed  and  the  problems  that  led  to  the  military  crackdown 
remain  the  same.  Only  now  there  is  no  Solidarity. 

WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  After  100  days  of 
military  rule  the  same  refrain  is  heard  from  weary 
Poles  waiting  in  mind-numbing  lines  for  scarce 
goods:  The  martial  law  regime  has  brought  a  cer¬ 
tain  order  to  Poland,  but  no  oranges. 

The  long  lines  and  shortages  are  essentially  unre¬ 
lieved  and,  in  some  cases,  worsening. 

A  recent  shipment  of  several  dozen  gray  socks 
received  by  a  Moda  Polska  store  quickly  drew  a 
crowd  of  about  60  people. 

The  queue  for  the  socks  —  while  hardly  unusual 
— was  a  telling  if  mundane  statement  that  the  lot  of 
the  Poles  has  not  improved  since  Premier  Gen. 
Wojciech  Jaruzelski  declared  martial  law  on  Dec. 
13. 

“The  people  are  weary,”  concedes  a  government 
official.  “They  have  no  idea  of  how  the  future  is 
going  to  turn  out,  and  that  is  a  cause  for  much 
concern.” 

The  objective  of  the  military  crackdown  was  to 
stop  what  the  government  saw  as  the  independent 
union  Solidarity’s  challenges  to  Communist  Party 
control  of  the  country.  The  premier  also  wanted  to 
halt  Poland’s  economic  decline  that  brought  chronic 
shortages  of  food  and  raw  materials,  constant  labor 
unrest  and  a  crushing  foreign  debt. 

Martial-law  authorities  have  said  economic  re¬ 
covery  is  at  least 'two  or  three  years  away. 

“I  don’t  think  they  have  that  land  of  time,  or  that 
the  people  can  wait  that  long,”  said  the  Western 
diplomat.  “Poland  is  already  an  economic  basket 
case.” 

Figures  for  last  month  revealed  sharp  production 
declines  in  virtually  all  basic  manufacturing  indus¬ 
tries.

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Defense-policy 
deficits  viewed 

There  are  major  inconsistencies  in  the  current 
defense  policy  of  the  United  States,  retired  Marine 
Corps  Major  Gen.  William  Fairborn  told  his  audi¬ 
ence  during  the  keynote  address  of  the  Symposium 
On  Peace  on  Monday  in  321  ELWC, 

During  his  lecture,  titled  “The  Arms  Race  and 
Its  Inconsistencies,”  Fairborn  listed  five  major  in¬ 
consistencies  —  retiring  weapons  that  are  still  in 
good  working  order  while  allocating  money  to  build 
new  ones;  building  the  MX  missiles;  telling  lies 
about  the  purpose  of  our  defense  plan;  spending 
$1.5  trillion  on  defense  in  the  next  six  years;  and 
Americans’  lack  of  concern  with  tbe  types  of  people 
serving  in  the  armed  force. 

The  first  inconsistency,  Fairborn  said,  is  that  last 
Christmas,  Reagan  signed  the  most  massive 
weapons  bill  since  World  War  II  while  at  the  same 
time,  he  withdrew  five  polar  submarines  from  their 
nuclear  role,  ordered  79  B52  Deltas  retired,  and  all 
Titan  missile  removed,  beginning  in  1982. 

The  second  inconsistency  is  the  justification  of 
the  MX  missile. 

“The  claim  is  that  Minuteman  missiles  are  90 
percent  vulnerable  to  a  Soviet  first  strike,”  Fair¬ 
born  said.  “The  facts  do  not  support  this  and  never 
have.” 

According  to  Fairborn,  Harold  Brown,  an  advis¬ 
er  under  the  Garter  administration  is  “the  only 
physicist  who  claims  this.”  Those  scientists  who 
have  spoken  on  this  issue  disavow  the  vulnerability 
claim,  he  said. 

Reagan’s  statement  that  the  Russians,  and  not 
the  Americans,  are  in  the  arms  race  raises  the  third 
inconsistency,  Fairborn  said. 

“The  record  at  the  United  Nations’  General 
Assembly  says,  ‘Our  purpose  is  to  maintain  a  credi¬ 
ble  second-strike  capability  .  .  .  to /protect 
ourselves  and  pur  allies,’  ”  he  said.  “If  wk  want  to 
be  credible  we  must  be  truthful.  The  MXfis'a  first-

Pratley 
devoted 
to  Y  work

Working  as  the  team  physician  for 
BYU  sports  may  be  enjoyable,  but 
it’s  something  done  without  pay. 

Dr.  Brent  Pratley,  orthopedic 
surgeon  and  consultant  for  both  men’s 
and  women’s  sports  at  BYU,  travels 
to  all  away  games  with  the  basketball 
and  football  teams  and  spends 
thousands  of  dollars  out  of  his  own 
pocket  to  do  so. 

BYU  basketball  coach  Frank 
Arnold  said  Pratley  has  a  great  de¬ 
dication  to  his  team  and  makes  sure 
he’s  always  at  the  games. 

But  sometimes  that  isn’t  easy. 

Pratley  says  that  at  times  he’s  had 
to  juggle  surgical  lists  and  change  air¬ 
line  reservations  two  or  three  times 
before  finally  arriving  at  the  game 
just  in  time  for  the  tip-off  or  kickoff. 

He  said  this  isn’t  common,  since 
game  schedules  are  set  far  enough 
ahead  of  time  he  can  usually  plan 
around  them. 

With  a  successful  practice  in  Provo, 
Pratley  doesn’t  worry  much  about  not 
being  paid  for  his  work  for  the  BYU 
teams. 

Although  Pratley  said  he  doesn’t 
think  someone  has  to  be  rich  to  do 
what  he  does,  he  said  it  helps. 

The  former  baseball  player  and 
graduate  of  BYU  describes  himself  as 
a  “dyed-in-the-wool  Cougar  fan”  and 
spends  many  hours  fueling  this  in¬ 
terest. 

According  to  BYU  basketball  for¬ 
ward  Gary  Fumiss,  Pratley  spends  a 
lot  of  time  with  the  players  and  is  the 
personal  physician  for  most  of  them. 

Dr.  Erlene  Durrant,  the  women’s 
athletic  trainer,  said  Pratley  doesn’t 
spend  as  much  time  with  the  women 
athletes  because  the  women  dpn’t 
have  as  many  problems  as  the  men. 

She  said  this  is  because  the  women 
dpn’t  have  a  football  team. 

“He  spends  as  much  time  (with  the 
women  athletes)  as  his  busy  schedule 
dictates,”  Durrant  said. 

Pratley’s  presence  with  the  1981 
football  team  was  quite  evident. 

He  said  the  use  of  DMSO,  a  drug 
used  to  relieve  Jim  McMahon’s  swell¬ 
ing  during  the  football  season,  was 
not  the  sole  factor  that  allowed 
McMahon  to  continue  playing  with  an 
injured  knee. 

“DMSO  is  used  by  a  lot  of  athletes 
under  supervision  on  bumps  and 
bruises.  It  helps  relieve  the  swell¬ 
ing,”  he  said. 

Pratley  treats  a  lot  of  bumps, 
bruises  and  more. 

An  orthopedic  surgeon  who  special¬ 
izes  in  sports  medicine,  Pratley  says 
the  majority  of  his  patients  have 
sports-related  injuries. 

Although  not  exclusively,  Pratley 
has  specialized  in  treating  sports  in¬ 
juries.

Ex-Disney  animator  releases  film 


Whittlin'  Whistlin'  Brigad 
touring  children's  theater

Wishful  thinkers,  there  are  many.  But  dreamers 
who  fashion  their  dime-a-dozen  ideas  int<o  reality 
are  rare. 

Don  Bluth  is  one  of  them. 

The  ex-Disney  animator,  Argentine  missionary 
and  BYU  graduate  was  on  campus  Thursday  and 
spoke  to  a  capacity  crowd  about  animation,  the 
movie  industry  and  his  soon-to-be-released  film. 
“The  Secret  of  NIMH.” 

Bluth’s  career  in  animation  began  at  age  18  when 
he  landed  a  job  at  Disney  Studios  as  an  assistant 
animator  and  worked  on  “Sleeping  Beauty.’ 

Working  at  Disney  Studios  was  the  realization  of 
a  lifelong  dream  for  Bluth.  “When  I  was  young,  I 
decided  I  must  work  for  Walt  Disney,”  he  said. 

Bluth,  who  had  only  one  formal  art  class,  said  the 
closest  thing  to  animation  he  had  ever  done  was  the 
typical  schoolboy  trick  of  drawing  pictures  on  a 
small  stack  of  papers  and  then  flipping  through 
them. 

“But  anything  you  do  for  eight  hours  a  day  you 
get  good  at,”  he  said. 

Bluth  worked  at  the  studio  until  1957,  when  he 
left  to  serve  an  LDS  mission  to  Argentina.  After 
returning  home  he  attended  BYU  and  graduated 
with  a  degree  in  English. 

Childhood  dream 

But  that  long- treasured,  childhood  dream  of 
working  in  the  arts  could  not  be  forgotten. 

Bluth  and  his  brother  began  managing  a  theater 
in  California.  Together,  they  directed  and  staged 
12  musical  comedies. 

In  1967,  Bluth  joined  Filmation  Studios  and 
worked  on  “Saturday  morning  kiddy  shows.”  Four 
years  later,  he  returned  to  Disney  under  a  new 
training  program. 

He  worked  as  an  animator  on  “Robin  Hood”  and 
“Winnie  the  Pooh  and  Tigger,  Too.”  He  was  the 
directing  animator  on  “The  Rescuers”  and  “Pete’s  ■ 
Dragon.”  He  also  worked  on  “The  Fox  and  the 
Hound.” 

Bluth  was  considered  the  brightest  young  anima- 


brought  back  and  put  on  the  screen  for  an  afford¬ 
able  price. 

“People  thought  we  used  the  garage  on  purpose 
—  because  Walt  Disney  started  in  a  garage,”  Bluth 
chuckled.  “But  we  weren’t  that  shrewd.  We  simply 
couldn’t  afford  anyplace  else.” 

His  living  room  had  blackout  curtains  and  be¬ 
came  the  projection  room,  the  family  room  became 
the  camera  room,  his  bedroom  was  filled  with  edit¬ 
ing  equipment,  and  the  kitchen  was  the  commis¬ 
sary. 

“Any  money  we  had,  we  put  into  film-making 
equipment  and  things  that  show  on  the  screen,”  he 
said. 

In  1979,  Bluth  and  three  other  animators  res¬ 
igned  from  Disney  Studios,  citing  creative  differ¬ 
ences  and  the  need  for  more  artistic  freedom. 

A  total  of  17  people  left  Disney  to  join  the  Bluth 
brigade  in  the  newly  formed  Don  Bluth  Produc¬ 
tions. 

Quality  of  animation 

Bluth,  who  said  he  feels  the  quality  of  animation 
has  made  a  nose  dive,  said,  “Animation  is  some¬ 
thing  beyond  cartoons.” 

He  said  he  is  trying  to  restore  to  animation  the 
techniques  lost  because  of  industry  shortcuts. 
These  techniques  included  finishing  touches  like 
glimmers  on  the  edges  of  a  glass  and  bubbles  rising 
to  the  surface  of  a  pond. 

If  the  audience  sees  the  brush  strokes,  the  artist 
hasn’t  done  his  job,”  Bluth  said.  “In  animated  film, 
the  audience  should  be  caught  up  in  the  action. 

“An  animated  film  must  make  you  forget  an 
artist  drew  it.  It  must  make  you  believe  it’s  really 
real ...  a  willing  suspension  of  disbelief.” 

Now,  2V2  years  later,  Bluth’s  first  full-length  fea¬ 
ture,  “The  Secret  of  NIMH”  is  being  released.

LONDON  (AP)  —  Hobos  won’t  be  getting  a  bum 
rap  in  Britain  anymore. 

The  government  decided  Thursday  that  vag¬ 
rants  don’t  belong  in  jail  and  even  expressed  con¬ 
cern  that  the  romantic,  knapsack-on-the-back 
country  hobos  might  be  an  endangered  species. 

During  debate  on  a  new  Criminal  Justice  Bill, 
ruling  Conservatives  and  opposition  Laborites 
agreed  that  many  bums  are  harmless. 

Home  Office  junior  minister  Patrick  Mayhew 
promised  to  drop  prison  sentences  for  sleeping  on 


the  streets,  begging  and  other  violations  of  the  1824 
Vagrancy  Act  at  a  later  stage  of  the  bill’s  progress 
through  Parliament. 

“I  live  in  the  country  where  there  are  rural 
tramps,”  said  Conservative  lawmaker  John  Car¬ 
lisle.  “They  are  a  very  attractive  part  of  the  rural 
scene,  well-received  and,  in  some  cases,  very  well 
looked  after  by  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  area. 

“It  would  be  a  sad  sight  to  see  them  hounded  out 
of  existence.”

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What  makes  our 


quality  of  life? 


N estled  in  the  shadow  of  the  everlasting  hills  lies  a  university  with  a 
quality  of  life  that  may  seem  a  little  unreal  and  isolated  from  the  rest  of 
the  world. 

Depending  on  how  far  one  looks,  the  lifestyle  at  B  YU  and  that  of  the 
surrounding  community  may  actually  appear  to  be  candy-coated,  un¬ 
real  and  isolated.  Thus  the  coining  of  “Happy  Valley”  —  that  far-out 
utopia  that  has  absorbed  BYU,  where  all  are  good,  where  crime  is 
non-existent,  and  where  all  are,  yes,  happy. 

_ _  But  come  back  to  earth  for  a 

moment. 

Those  who  understand  the 
mission  of  BYU,  and  some  who 
don’t,  see  BYU  as  more  than  a 
big  candy  mountain  nestled  in 
the  mirage  of  Happy  Valley. 
BYU  is  seen  as  a  light  in  a 

world  of  darkness. 

Consider  one  outsider’s  view  of  BYU.  The  author  of  The  New  York 
Times  Selective  Guide  To  Colleges  looked  beyond  the  all  too  popular 
and  many  times  self-inflicted  cliches  of  BYU  to  notice  an  “all-American 
air”  here. 

“Brigham  Young  is,  first  and  foremost,  a  university  that  knows 
what  it  stands  for.  Before  you  start  classes,  you  have  to  sign  an  honor 
code  that  makes  it  clear  what  you’re  not  going  to  do.  No  drugs,  alcohol, 
tobacco,  coffee,  or  tea.  No  promiscuity,  gambling,  cutoff  jeans,  tank 
tops,  beards,  or  unkempt  hair,  either.  .  .  .” 

Think  of  it,  a  whole  university  of  non-smoking,  non-drinking,  non- 
promiscuous  students.  That  is  a  rare  occurrence  in  today’s  world,  and 
quite  an  achievement  in  its  own  right.  And  maybe  that  social  code, 
along  with  BYU’s  sense  of  direction,  is  why  The  Times  gave  BYU  a 
rating  of  four  stars  out  of  five  for  its  quality  of  life. 

But  is  it  the  moral  and  social  code  at  BYU  that  make  it  stand  out  so, 
in  the  eyes  of  outsiders,  or  is  there  more  to  it? 

Can  BYU  be  more  clean-cut  and  kempt  than  the  students  who 
attend  it? 

This  university  stands  out  partly  because  of  the  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  faculty  and  administrators  to  keep  clean  physically, 
mentally  and  spiritually;  to  excell,  and  to  maintain  standards  that  are 
different  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 

But  looking  deeper,  The  Daily  Universe  asked  BYU  Executive  Vice 
President  Rolfe  Kerr  and  Dean  of  Student  Life  David  Sorenson  what 
they  considered  to  be  the  main  elements  that  make  up  the  quality  of  life 
here. 

President  Kerr  suggests  four  ingredients:  First,  the  standards  of 
the  church  are  a  dominant  factor;  second,  the  code  of  honor  here;  third, 
the  honest  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  students  to  enforce  that  code  of 
honor;  and  fourth,  the  sheer  beauty  of  the  campus. 

Dean  Sorenson  says  that  great  quality  of  life  is  here  because  we  take 
a  stand  on  what  the  good  life  is  supposed  to  be  like.  He  adds  that  we 
have  some  principles  and  direction  that  speak  of  what  the  good  life  is. 

That  “good  life”  may  vary  from  individual  to  individual,  but  as  a 
conglomeration  of  the  BYU  community,  the  all-American  good  life 
reflected  by  this  university  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  quality  of  people 
who  work  and  study  here,  and  that  quality  of  life  has  been  noticed 
around  the  world.

How  should  you  vote  about  the  constitution 


Editor’s,  note:  In  order  to  better  inform  the  student  body 
of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  proposed 
ASBYU  constitution,  The  Daily  Universe  offers  two  dif¬ 
fering  editorials.  Writing  against  the  proposed  constitu¬ 
tion  is  Doug  Bush,  ASBYU  Finance  Vice  President.  Writ¬ 
ing  for  adoption  of  the  constitution  is  Don  Bigger,  ASBYU 
Executive  Vice  President. 


If  you  attended  the  General  Westmoreland  or  John 
Houseman  lectures,  have  purchased  movie  discount  tick¬ 
ets,  been  to  a  weekend  dance,  attended  Preference  or  the 
Mormon  Arts  Ball,  or  received  a  student  research  grant, 
then  you  have  been  affected  by  student  government. 

The  wide-ranging  impact  of  ASBYU’s  actions  are  only 
hinted  at  by  the  brief  list  given  above.  Because  of  the 
broad  impact  of  the  programs  of  ASBYU,  it  would  serve 
students  well  to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  proposed  constitu¬ 
tional  amend- 


these  programs  run. 

I  will  present  here  only  three  of  the  numerous  problems 
of  the  proposed  constitution. 

First,  the  president  will  be  given  the  power  to  appoint 
all  those  who  currently  hold  the  title  of  vice  president. 
This  deprives  the  students  of  the  right  to  select  what  kind 
of  programs  they  wish  to  have.  Currently,  students  are 
allowed  to  vote  for  tj>e  cultural  vice  president,  who  will 
give  them  the  type  of  cultural  program  they  want.  The 
purposed  constitution  would  give  students  the  type  of 
cultural  program  that  some  friends  of  the  president  want. 

The  past  two  elections  have  provided  ample  evidence 
supporting  the  idea  that  presidential  candidates  promise 
the  appointed  positions  to  their  top  campaign  workers. 
There  is  little  reason  to  believe  that  such  promises  will 
stop  just  because  there  are  more  positions  to  promise.  The 
idea  that  a  senate  review  of  all  appointments  will  keep  the 
president  from  appointing  his  friends  or  campaign  work¬ 
ers  is  also  outrageous. 

The  senate  would  be  hard-pressed  to  vote  against  an 
appointment  just  because  he  is  a  friend  of  the  president. 
The  only  time  appointments  are  not  ratified  by  legislative 
bodies  is  when  some  glaring  error  in  the  person’s  back¬ 
ground  is  paraded  before  the  legislative  body. 

The  second  argument  deals  with  the  idea  of  representa¬ 


tion.  The  main  reason  those  backing  the  revision  give  for 
changing  the  constitution  is  that  the  new  system  will  pro¬ 
vide  better  representation.  But  they  expect  us  to  accept 
that  as  fact  just  because  they  are  increasing  to  50  the  size 
of  the  legislative  body. 

If  more  people  means  better  representation,  why  not 
have  a  senate  with  100  or  1000  members.  I  believe  that  the 
increased  numbers  will  simply  mean  more  red  tape,  more 
delays  and  less  effective  and  efficient  forms  of  govern¬ 
ment.  This  is  especially  true  given  the  fact  that  this  larger 
body  will  be  given  the  job  of  creating  or  destroying  cabinet 
posts  at  will,  as  well  as  dictating  the  rules  that  will  govern 
those  positions,  even  though  they  will  have  very  little 
knowledge  concerning  the  program  areas  of  student  gov¬ 
ernment. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  .the  pro-constitutional 
revision  people  claim  that  the  legislative  body  of  13  people 
is  unrepresentative,  but  the  final  draft  of  the  constitution¬ 
al  convention  was  voted  on  by  a  delegation  of  only  19 
members. 

The  final  reason  for  asking  the  students  to  vote  no  on  the 
proposed  amendment  deals  with  the  lack  of  a  careful  re¬ 
view  process.  Even  if  students  like  the  ideas  presented  in 
the  revision,  they  should  vote  against  the  adoption  of  this 
document  because  of  the  numerous  errors,  ambiguities 
and  contradictions  found  within  it.  I  will  briefly  note  but 
two  examples. 

First,  the  constitution  provides  that  the  senators  will 
come  from  the  colleges  they  represent,  but  it  fails  to  state 
how  or  who  will  elect  the  senators.  It  could  be  the  dean  of 
the  college,  the  faculty  of  the  college,  or  the  entire  student 
body  that  votes  on  the  senators. 

Secondly,  the  constitution  provides  for  a  senate  secre- 
tarq  and  parliamentarian,  but  it  fails  to  say  what  qualifica¬ 
tions  those  taking  positions  must  meet.  My  grandmother 
could  be  appointed  to  fill  either  of  those  positions  because 
the  document  fails  to  even  require  that  they  be  students. 

This  lack  of  review  by  people  in  the  legal  profession  will 
undoubtedly  result  in  messy  court  cases  which  could  cause 
the  entire  ASBYU  system  to  be  so  unsoundly  founded  that 
even  the  most  simple  of  senate  proceedings  could  be  taken 
to  court. 

Although  there  will  never  be  a  perfect  system  or  docu¬ 
ment  to  govern  ASBYU,  there  is  no  need  to  accept  a 
sloppy  system.  Therefore,  I  strongly  urge  concerned  stu¬ 
dents  to  vote  against  the  revised  constitution  in  order  that 
there  might  be  a  longer  and  more  searching  review  of  the 
proposals  that  would  change  our  system  of  student  repre¬ 
sentation.

name  held  in  esteem  from  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  the  1770s  is  James  Madison  —  called  the  “Father  of  the 
Constitution,” — who  said,  “In  framing  a  system  which  we 
wish  to  last  for  ages,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
changes  which  ages  will  produce.” 

In  my  second  year  as  a  student  body  officer  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  my  experience  dictates  to  me  that  the 
time  has  come  when  changes  in  the  ASBYU  constitution 
must  be  produced.  An  examination  of  the  proposed  con¬ 
stitution  producing  such  changes  reveals  two  major  areas 
of  concern:  a  student  senate,  elected  by  the  students  in  the 
individual  colleges  on  campus;  and  an  appointed  executive 
council.  Both,  I  believe,  are  healthy  and  will  result  in  a 
more  responsive,  effective  governmental  system  for  the 
students  of  BYU. 

To  begin,  let  me  address  my  remarks  to  the  first  concern 
—  a  student  senate.  A  senate,  in  my  opinion,  epitomizes 
the  democratic  premise  that  rules  should  be  made  by  those 
who  must  follow  them.  Indeed,  a  senate' will  serve  to 
foster  belief  in  the  legitimacy  of  disagreement,  increase 
awareness  of  what  students  are  saying  and  attempting  to 
say,  encourage  acceptance  of  students  as  participants 
rather  than  spectators  in  university  affairs,  and  recognize 
students  as  having  an  enlightened  understanding  of  edu¬ 
cational,  as  well  as  social  issues  and  as  being  capable  of 
participating  fully  in  their  resolvement. 

In  concert  with  the  above,  a  report  of  the  task  force  on 
student  participation  in  campus  governance  done  by  the 
University  of  California  had  this  to  say: 

In  a  cumulative  way,  the  greatest  potential  for  involve¬ 
ment  of  students  in  the  decision-making  process  is  by 
participation  at  the  department  (college)  level.  .  .  .  The 
input  from  scores  of  students  dispersed  throughout  the 
departments  can  have  significant  impact.  Departments 
are  particularly  apt  units  for  effective  student  participa¬ 
tion. 

I  believe  the  effective  involvement  of  a  larger  number  of 
the  student  community  through  a  senate  is  more  likely  to 
produce  decisions  that  are  sound,  timely  and,  above  all, 


more  representative  of  that  body.  In  essence,  the  ; 
tages  of  having  student  senate  based  on  college  ij 
sentation  are  that  (1)  it  relieves  the  executive  bi  s  v 
the  overwhelming  duty  of  wearing  two  hats  —  leg  ►  - 
and  executive  — and  allows  it  to  focus  on  admini 
matters;  (2)  it  provides,  as  stated,  a  forum  for 
student  deliberation  and  input  on  substantive  mat 
it  provides  better  continuity  in  student  governme 
as  designed ,  its  membership  changes  gradually  ir  I  f 
all  at  once;  (4)  it  provides  contact  with  the  reso  | 
faculty  members  in  all  the  colleges;  and  (5)  it  pr  * « 
cadre  of  competent  individuals  since  elections  wil 
on  a  local  level  where  the  candidates  are  more  in’ 
known. 

Addressing  the  issue  of  appointed  council  mei 
see  a  number  of  positive  aspects  favoring  such  2  I 
over  the  current  elected  council.  My  comments  tel 
regard  are,  as  mentioned  earlier,  based  on  two  y<  ' 
student  body  officer  —  one  appointed  and  one  e  (•'.  :

Additionally,  an  appointed  system  lends  itseli 
intelligent  voting  as  the  number  of  candidates  in-  U 
wide  elections  are  drastically  reduced  to  a  more 
hensible  level. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  benefit  derived  from  su  ■ 
tern  of  appointments  is  that  of  accountability.  At  t ; 
student  control  over  an  office  becomes,  for  all  ini  1  > 
purposes,  null  and  void  after  the  last  vote  has  bei  &  ■ 
the  general  elections.  Appointed  by  a  senate,  tl 
tive  officers  remain  accountable  to  the  senate  th  f 
their  term  in  office. 

Ip  the  final  analysis,  it  is  up  to  the  students  t<  te>, 
deciding  vote  on  the  proposed  constitution.  .  i,. 
there  are  no  guarantees  with  anything  new,  i  1 
students  have  expressed  reservations  about  the 
constitution,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  th  k 
automatic  review  provison  in  the  new  constituti  1  ■ 
mandates  student  review  in  three  years.  This  p  h 
vehicle  for  intelligent  discussion  on  the  cons  t 
“trial  period,”  and  leaves  open  the  door  for  chan, 
constitution  where  it  appears  weak  or  ineffecti 

With  all  to  be  gained  from  the  new  constitut  : 
courage  all  students  to  favorably  consider  the 
changes  and  vote  yes  on  the  new  constitution  so 
in  the  words  of  Shakespeare,  “.  .  .lose  the  got 
might  win  by  fearing  the  attempt.”
